ation of them, and roport to a Magistrate. It 
will rost thon, with sny: parties: who consider 
thomselvos interested, in tha result of a fire, in- 
gnrance companies and others, to move the’ Ma- 
gistrate to hold.an enquiry. It is intendod un: 
der tho Bill that parties who thus call on tho 
Magristratefor an enquiry stall make, astatament: 
that thoy have suspicions or cause for suspicion 
of incendiarism, and they wilt be required to 
deposit = certain sum of money for costs 
which may be inourred in ascortniniag. the 
nature of the fire, This, of course, will, operate 
‘to some extent'ag'a oheok, and will:probably:pra- 
‘vontyecklessnoss in enquiries being made without 
eome substantial grounds of suspicion, The 
Magistrate will hold tho enquiry, and pend. 
ing the enquiry and until its termination, pro- 
vision is made for placing tho premises and pro- 
perty with regnrd 10 which the enquiry is being 
mado in the custody of a gnardian appointed by 
the Magistrate. Ttis provided that the enquiry 
held by & Magistrate will not operate to prevent 
subsequent proceedings against persons who may
